Of course. along with the good times there were the inevitable unhappy ones as well, but even these were of 
value to us, for through them we came to learn valuable lessons about ourselves. On behalf of the graduating class of 
1986, I would like to thank those who helped us profit from both the good times and the bad: first. our teachers: and 
secondly. our parents, who, by the way. were blessed with our presence for all our lives, not Just the three precious 

_ years our teachers enjoyed. ; 

Graduation, however, is a time for looking forward as well as back. Even while we savor this moment. we must 
turn our thoughts ahead to speculate on just what the future has in store for us.

Terrorists cast a long shadow of fear and anxiety, but when nations attempt to fight 
back the line between aggressor and victim becomes less and less defined. Violence, in fact. is so common in our 
world that it has become an accepted norm; ours is a society of Rambo-dolls. Overall. the greed. self-interest, and 
ignorance of each nation is dividing the world into ideological and military battle zones. Neutral organizations 
working to establish a peace that perhaps never existed often appear pitifully ill-equipped to cool the fires of conflict 
that threaten to consume us all. As well, a disparity that borders on the obscene exists between the developed and 
underdeveloped nations of the world: while we scrape our leftovers into garburators and ponder which new diet to 
attempt. inconceivable millions starve. The environment is being so casually defaced that soon the blemishes will 
become scars. And despite today’s talk of an oil glut, our natural resources are inexorably running out. 
_ Now. we've all heard of these problems before, yet it often seems nothing much really gets done about them. The 
- trouble is that because these problems do not immediately touch us, they do not appear urgent, Thus it is all 100 easy 
_ to dismiss them and continue on with our lives as if they did not exist. These ills, however. are not going to go away. 
We cannot afford to ignore them, for if we do. rest assured that soon enough they will be touching us, and if not us, 
our children, or their children. We must have the foresight to realize the responsibility we owe to the future. 
- One problem that perhaps hits closer to home is the fact that Canada, irrefutably one of the wealthiest countries in 
the world, has become a nation of line-ups for the food bank. The implications of this are very real to we graduates 
who will soon be entering the work force. for now neither a high school diploma or even asuniversity degree 
automatically serves as a guarantee for a job. ; 
_ Our parents can tell us that many of these problems are not new: thus they tend to take on the aura of being 
-perpetual and completely unassailable. 

Well, now that I've managed to be a perfect drag and dampened your spirits, please let me raise them again. I 
have reminded you of the difficulties we face to impress upon you the need for change. not to give you the impression 
that change ts impossible. There is one vital reason to have hope that our future will be a good one. and this is the 
" power that exists within each and every one of us. We are the force that can ensure that the world we live in today 
_ will be a better one tomorrow. We can make a difference. for as Robert F. Kennedy once said, “Let no one be 
discouraged by the belief that there is nothing one man or one woman can do against the enormous array of the 
world’s ills--against misery and injustice, ignorance and violence ... few will have the greatness to bend history itself,
